START UP 

COMMODORE: Turn on your Commodore 64 in the normal manner. Load the 
Computer Crosswords disk (Commodore side up) in your disk drive (normally #8). 
Enter the command: LOAD “PZ”,8. When the prompt “READY” is displayed (after 
a successful load), type RUN, then press RETURN. Computer Crosswords will now 
be running. 

ATARI models 800 and 800 XL: Place the Computer Crosswords disk into the disk 
drive and turn on your computer. The program will automatically load and run. 

VIEWING 

COMMODORE: This version of Computer Crosswords uses special techniques 
that allow all output to be viewed in color or black and white on any standard 
Commodore monitor or home TV. Adjust your controls as necessary to view the 
color output or black and white displays most comfortably. 

ATARI: The program is designed to allow the user to change the colors and bright- 
ness. You may experiment with the different combinations to find the most pleasing 
setting for your monitor (whether monochrome or color). The keys associated with 
these changes will step through the range of color or brightness as follows: 

KEY FUNCTION 

6 Changes screen color 

7 Changes border color 

8 Changes background brightness 

9 Changes text brightness 

0(zero) Changes border brightness 

Also, of course, you may adjust the controls on your monitor. 
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SELECTING 

Computer Crosswords briefly displays a copyright screen then a puzzle selection 
screen with the theme names of the thirty puzzles on the disk. Press the space bar to 
move between columns of this screen, then use the ARROW keys to move the 
pointer to the puzzle you wish to solve. Press RETURN f to select the puzzle and 
Computer Crosswords will load it, displaying messages to let you know it is loading 
the selected puzzle. 

The ATARI does not use the space bar. Select the puzzle by moving the cursor to the 
puzzle desired with the arrow keys and then press the return-key to load the 
puzzle. 

MOVING 

When the selected puzzle is displayed, you will see the clues associated with the first 
letter of the puzzle answer. The letter square where you are working on the Crossword is 
marked by the flashing cursor. Use your cursor key to move the different areas of 
the puzzle for solving. 

Commodore: The standard cursor keys for moving can be used: Down Arrow, 
Right Arrow, Shift and Down Arrow (move cursor UP) and Shift and Right 
Arrow (moves cursor LEFT). Also the COMMA and PERIOD can be typed to 
move the cursor LEFT and UP, respectively, to give you four cursor command keys 
without using the SHIFT key. 

ATARI: Use the four arrow keys to move around the puzzle grid. Holding any arrow 
key down will provide continuous motion of the cursor. 

SOLVING 

COMMODORE: To solve the puzzle, simply type in your answers for the displayed 
clues. The word you want will be displayed horizontally or vertically in the puzzle, 
depending on the WORKING MODE, i.e., whether you are working ACROSS, or 
DOWN. A pointer ^ is displayed next to either the across or down clue to show the 
mode you are currently working in. 

ATARI: The mode you are working in, i.e., ACR or DWN will appear in a reverse 
video. 

To change the working mode, simply press the space bar or return key. 

f NOTE: Whenever the instructions make a general reference to the RETURN key, Atari owners should 
interpret the instruction as the ENTER key. 
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SPECIAL MOVES 

Two ways of quickly moving through the puzzle are to type the “at” key “@” and to 
use the RETURN key. The @ moves you to the beginning of the word that the 
CURSOR is on. Pressing RETURN will move the cursor back to the puzzle location 
where you began entering your last answer. (This will allow retyping your answer in 
case you want to make any changes). Pressing RETURN a SECOND time will 
change the working mode, and automatically advance you to the next 
blank square. This feature allows very rapid puzzle solving for advanced 
solvers. When you use the double RETURN, or use the @ function, note that the 
cursor skips over any letters previously entered in the word. To change any letter 
simply move on top of it with the CURSOR and retype the letter. 

SOLVING HINTS 

Certain options, such as HELP MENU AND CLUE LIST, are available in Computer 
Crosswords. To invoke these options on the 

COMMODORE: Type a slash (/) followed by the character defining the option 
desired; e.g., “/H” will display the HINT MENU; and 

ATARI: Hold down the control-key and then the key for the option desired; e.g., 
Control C will display the CLUE LIST. 

The display screen will be cleared, then the puzzle clues (definitions) are displayed in 
the sequential order they would have for a printed puzzle. You may go through this 
list and enter any answer, or partial answer, to any clue. Typing a SLASH ( / ) returns 
you to the normal puzzle display at any time. Answers entered in the clue list mode 
are automatically displayed on the normal puzzle screen. 

COMMODORE: Clues are displayed on the screen one at a time. A pointer 
indicates which clue you are working on, and a row of hyphens below the clue 
indicates the number of letters in the answer. Enter your answer, or any part of it, in 
this area. Type a hyphen (minus) to blank a letter of the answer. Use the right and 
left arrow keys to move within the answer you are typing. Pressing RETURN moves 
you to the next clue. Typing “at” (@) moves you to the top of the display screen. 
Typing @ again moves to the previous screen of displayed clues. 

ATARI: The ATARI displays the clue list instructions on the first four lines of the 
screen. This is followed by a solid bar (three lines high) with the type of clue (across or 
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down) reverse displayed in the center. The remainder of the screen shows the word 
on the left (or that portion of the word that has been filled in) and the associated clue 
on the right preceded by a colon (“:”). The program tries to fit both the word and the 
clue on the same line. If it cannot, it displays the word on one line and the clue on the 
next. The flashing cursor indicates which word you are on and at which letter you are 
working. The return-key will move you down one line or to the top of the next page. 
The “AT” key (@) will move you back to the top of the page and repeating “AT” wili 
step you to the tops of the previous pages. 

HELP MENU 

COMMODORE: Type a slash (/), then H; “/H” displays the HELP MENU. 

L — This option displays the correct letter of the answer for the space where the 
CURSOR is currently located. 

A — This option will put the correct answer for a complete word on the screen for 
the word where the CURSOR is currently located. 

W — This option is a word check which checks the current word and replaces 
incorrect letters with question marks so you can check your answer. 

P — This command checks the entire puzzle and works in the same way as the W by 
displaying a ? at any location in the ENTIRE PUZZLE that does not match the 
correct puzzle answer. 

ATARI: Control H — Displays the HELP MENU on the left portion of the screen 
and includes the following commands. 

Control L — This option displays the correct letter of the answer for the space where 
the CURSOR is currently located. Entire words can be found by continuously 
pressing the control and L keys. 

Control W — This option is a word check which checks the current word and 
replaces incorrect letters with question marks. 

Control P — This command checks the entire puzzle and works in the same way as 
the W by displaying a ? at any location in the ENTIRE PUZZLE that does not match 
the correct puzzle answer. 

Computer Crosswords displays a summary of its commands to the left of the puzzle 
while you are solving the puzzle. 
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ERASING 

To change a letter in your puzzle solution, move the cursor over the letter and retype 
the correct letter. To erase a letter in the puzzle, type a minus sign. To erase a full 
word in the puzzle use the following commands: 

COMMODORE: Type a slash (/), then E; “/E”. 

ATARI: Depress the Control-key and type E. 

Use the erase command to erase part or all of a puzzle at any time. Saving an erased 
puzzle clears the answers previously stored so that someone else can solve the same 
puzzle. 


SAVING YOUR SOLUTION 

You may save partially solved or completed puzzles by giving your computer the 
command to-quit. Computer Crosswords then saves your solutions on disk. The next 
time this puzzle is selected, your solution will automatically be displayed. To quit 
(and save the puzzle solution) use the following commands: 

COMMODORE: Type in a slash (/), then asterisk (*); “/*” 

ATARI: Hit the Escape-Key. 


CAUTION 

Normal operation of Computer Crosswords involves numerous disk accesses. 
Protect your disk by NEVER interrupting the program while the disk is in use.
